cate Hunter arose.

of tho importance of tho case he 
took up the specification of the 
charges, saying that Lovering was 
first accused of a failure to use legit- 
imate means to gnt a garrison pris- 
oner before a summary court; and 
second, that he cruelly abused and 
illtreated said prisoner. 


He reviewed tho general evidence 


against Lovering, saying that the 
testimony showed beyond doubt 
that Lovering, as officer of the day, 
kicked Hammond, prodded him 
with his sword and cnrsed htm. 


"Gentlemen, £ submit that in our 


military community anything in the 
nature of punishment should con- 
form to law," he continued, 
"and 


that a general use of arbitrary power 
or punishment without trial is calcu- 
lated to hasten our disbandment 
as

strained by law and in oppoai- 
tion to the spirit of onr free insti- 
tutions, 


"Between the officers who exer- 


cise power in the manner the ac- 
cused did and the enlisted men who 
are liable to become their victims, 
there can be no other relation ex- 
cept that of master and slave. The 
general exercise in the service of 
power and means, such as the evi- 
dence shows the accused to have 
employed in executing his order to 
have Private Hammond brought 
before the summary court, would 
necessarily result in onr officers 
owning the enlisted men.

Colonel Hunter here noted from 


several cases, showing that the 
power of officers aboard ships was 
limited to such reasonable force as 
was necessary to carry out the com- 
mands. 


"For you to establish the fact that 


an offiee'r may, with impunity, or- 
der any punishment he pleases to he 
inflicted upon a soldier," said Col- 
onel Hunter, "yon reduce enlisted 
men to a condition of servitude. 
That is what is meant by the false 
doctrine of being masterful. 


"But it is the law that should be 


our master. There are rules pub- 
lished for the guidance of those who 
may command as those who may 
serve. These rules are well con- 
sidered appropriite to the condition 
of onr service, and as their obser- 
vance of the principles would go far 
to prevent catastrophles like the one 
we have investigated. 


"That Hammond should have 


been produced in court I do not 
deny, but that his disobedience and 
stnbornness justified his being roped 
and dragged there, and in his pros- 
trate, helpless condition, kicked 
and prodded with the sword, I do 
most emphatically deny. 


"The position in which the ac- 


cused was placed by the disobedience 
of Hammond does not appear to 
have been a trying one, for he had 
about him in the guard soldiers who 
were able to lift Hammond and 
carry him to court. The conjecture 
does not appear to have been so ex. 
traordinary na to justify a military 
officer either making a mistake of 
judgment or losing his temper,

YORK, Nov. 85.— On Sunday 


morning, for the first time in the 
history of the Cuban war, rebel 
bullets sought tho palace in Havana, 
says a dispatch to the Herald from 
Havana. 
The shots came from 


Casa Blanco, 600 yards across the 
entrance to the harbor, and while 
nobody was hurt, the palace, with 
its electric lights, was a shining 
mark and must have been hit. The 
Spanish authorities attempt to make 
light of the affair, but at the same 
time a reporter for La Luchanja, 
who wrote tip and attempted to pub- 
lish the facts in the case was ar- 
rested and is still in commnnicado. 
The attack on Casa Blanco was 
made by Brigadier General Rafeal 
do Cardonas and fifty rebels. They 
entered the town shortly before 
midnight on horseback and. at the 
end of four hours each man led out 
of town a horse, with one extra, he 
iia<! appropriated, laden with cloth- 
ing, 
provisions, silver plate and con- 


siderable money. Before they left 
they fired two volleys across the 
narrow harbor entrance at the 
palace, then coolly retired to a 
friend's house inside the Spanish 
linos and took supper, previously 
ordered. All this was under the 
guns of Cabanas and Moro.

But 16 months 
after tbe pilgrims sailed from Holland 
they held a harvest festival which last- 
ed a week. This is generally gpofceu of 
as the first Thanksgiving la New Eng- 
land, but it was not a day set squrt by 
the governor, nor wax it attended by 
anv n>Holnn* oJwwtaiicn 


A few yean later precisely the SUM 


thing occurred. Thereupon July W), 
1629, wan appointed as a day of thaoks- 
Riviug, and before the second sunset a 
relief ship arrived. Fast days and 
tnaukstfiving days came at irregular in- 
tervals for a number of years, the latter 
following rame marked event of a belief• 
iceut nature, gnch at getting rid of 
Amu- Hutchinsou. whose preachi&c; 
caused such a turmoil in New Eng- 
land, for tbe termination of Kin*; Phil- 
ip's war and the close of the Revolution 
and the triumph of independence in 
America. Then came the practice o* 
the governor of each state naming a day 
for general thanksgiving. These at first 
were not coincident, but the beautiful 
custom haa prevailed for a considerable 
time, and donbtles* will prevail for ages 
to come, of the president appointing 
such a day, generally the last Thursday 
in November, to which the governor uf 
each state assents by naming the same 
day. 
Thus there is one day each year 


when the 45 states and the territories 
from the Atlantic to the Fmf:c r.nd 
from British America to the gulf retvrn 
thanks to God for his manifold bless- 
ings and mercies.

Fast days aud 
thaukhgiving days came at irregular in- 
tervals for a number of years, the hitter 
followiug «ome marked event of abenef- 
iri-nt nature, snob as getting rid of 
Amu- Hutchmson, whose preaching 
caused snch a turmoil in New Eng- 
land, for the termination of King Phil- 
ip's war and the close of the Revolution 
and the triumph of independence in 
America. Then came the practice of 
the governor of each state naming a day 
for general thanksgiving. These at first
